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NOTE 


This last year, it seems to me, we have made some headway 
toward the goal of better roads. Our graveling program, if it can 
be continued, will certainly benefit all those who use our roads dur- 
ing the late and early months of the year. 


Amid the population I hear cries of, “tar road.” This seems 
to be a periodic controversy. Heartily I approve the ambition. But 
not to the detriment of the many miles of unimproved roads re- 
maining. 


Here are a few problems of the Road Agent which I should 
like to lay before the townspeople for their perusal and acquaint- 
ance. At the town shed we are handicapped for working space 
and storage room. ‘This shed was designed for storing only, and 
that for such equipment as we possessed in the early 1930’s. I be- 
lieve this shed could be redesigned to accommodate immediate 
needs and have it remain satisfactory in appearance. 


There are, however, immediate problems the Road Agent 
should face in 1950. 


For several years guard rail, especially on bridges, has been 
only temporarily repaired. It becomes necessary this year to appro- 
priate about $200. 


No brush was cut in 1949. A must for 1950. I believe that a 
power mower with brush bar can be used to advantage along with 
the necessary but hard to get labor for this type of work. Needed, 
$500. Road hones must be rebuilt at cost of $300. Tractors should 
be checked, cleaned and repainted, estimate $150. Two sets of rake 
teeth will be needed, cost, $75. 


Our bridges received only $228 of attention last year. In 1950 
about three times that amount will be needed. Nearly all must be 
replanked with possibly new stringers in some. This year, $600. 
However, we have three bridges with steel stringers installed. On 
these we could place concrete slabs at great savings through the 
years to the town. Estimated cost $1,200. 


In my estimation all the above items should be budgeted above 
last year’s liberal, but very necessary, appropriations.

Our wheel tractor is in good shape and doing good work. But 
one piece of equipment is hardly equal to wintertime requirements. 
1 say this because today everyone must be out about his business 
every morning of the year. The crawler tractor is used only when 
drifts curtail the use of the wheel tractor. Since its purchase in 
1936 our crawler tractor has served us well. However, time and 
use begins to show effect, and it might not see us through a really 
bad winter. It should be exchanged for new equipment of similar 
usefulness. 


Though the above may not cover all the Road Agent’s prob- 
lems, it certainly gives us a birdseye view. Any or all may be by- 
passed this year and possibly next year, too, but sooner or later must 
be met and dealt with. 


In regards to snowfence, we have made no replacements since 
1934. Much of this fence won’t hold together in high winds and 
will soon have to be discarded.

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BOARD OF CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


That a board of Trustees of Cemeteries of Town of Temple 
be created; said board to consist of three members, one to be a 
member of the board of Selectmen, one to be a member of the 
Trustees of Trust Funds, these two members to be selected by their 
respective boards. The third member to be appointed by the Mod- 
erator at each annual Town Meeting. 


The membership of the board of Cemetery Trustees shall be 
appointed as herein provided and their appointment recorded by 
the Town Clerk, on or before the first day of April of each year and 
it shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen to see that such 
board of Cemetery Trustees are duly appointed and recorded. 


Duties of Cemetery Trustees 


It shall be the duty of the Cemetery Trustees to expend such 
sums of money as become available for the care and improvement 
of the Cemeteries of the Town and to have charge of all Cemetery 
Work. 


They shall make such rules and regulations as may seem reas- 
onable and necessary for each and all cemeteries in the Town, said 
rules and regulations to become effective after being presented to 
and approved by any regular or special Town meeting. 


All monies for care of Cemeteries shall be paid into and ex- 
pended from the Town Treasury. 


Suggested Regulations 


1. In order to maintain as near the natural grade as possible, 
all grade lines will be established by the Cemetery Trustees. 
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2. All monuments and markers shall be located and set subject 
to approval of Cemetery Trustees. 


3. Internments:— 


(a) All Internments shall be made under direction of the 
Cemetery ‘Trustees. 


(b) Summer Fees Regular $10.00 Vault $12.00 
Winter Fees Regular $15.00 Vault $18.00 


4. Annual Care 


Cemetery ‘Trustees will make necessary arrangements for an- 
nual care, cost depending upon condition of the lot. Once 
accepted an annual fee will be established.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The book committee had one meeting this past year and de- 
cided to subscribe to the different age groups of the Literary Guild 
books for young people and for boys and girls 9 to 14. Mrs Hill 
subscribes for the younger group. 


We have been well satisfied with the selection of books received. 
In all we have added 75 books to the library; purchased 47 and 28 
have been donated to the library. The circulation of books has in- 
creased this past year. Seventeen hundred and twenty-one books 
loaned, 486 fiction, 433 non-fiction, and 802 juvenile. The num- 
ber of borrowers has also increased; now we have 295: 65 of these 
are children. Many of our summer visitors come to the Library 
for books and are amazed at the quantity and the varied collection 
of good reading in our Library. The bookmobile has been visiting 
here about every six weeks since last Spring. They have about 60 
books and before the next trip the books are collected for them to 
pick up and they leave a new lot. They started leaving both adult 
and children’s books, but owing to the cut in their appropriation 
the adult circulation had to be cancelled. Fortunately they could 
continue bringing the children’s books. 


Requests for books of non-fiction from the State Library may 
be made through your local librarian. This is a service which many 
have availed themselves of in the past. The Library also has the 
privilege of borrowing books from the Church reading list which 
are not available in our Library. 


We are in hopes that a few more shelves for books will be built 
in the Library soon.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Temple: 


I respectfully submit my third annual report as your Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


The Temple School is rapidly developing into a community 
school in every sense of the word. The past year has seen many 
developments that indicate a keen interest on the part of the people 
in the community, in what the school is doing. Among these have 
been the large attendance of parents and friends at school functions 
such as plays, programs, card parties, and visiting days. The most 
significant project, arousing the most interest, is the effort that all 
have made and are making, to provide a sound moving picture pro- 
jector, to supplement the educational endeavors of the school and 
community, and in a minor sense to provide worthwhile entertain- 
ment when it is desired. 


The children in the school, under the excellent guidance of 
Miss Stone and Mrs Carter, have developed a remarkable ability to 
organize events around this project. It has been a very worthwhile 
educational venture and when the goal is finally reached it will bring 
much satisfaction to all who have had a part in it. 


Instruction 


I am pleased to report that the instruction of the young 
people in your school is being very well carried out and is in very 
competent hands in the personages of Miss Stone and Mrs Carter. 
Every effort is being made to fit the program to the child and not 
the child to the program. 


Our testing program is geared to assist the teacher to discover 
the innate abilities of the child, his strengths and weaknesses. In- 
telligence tests are given each year to the third, sixth and eighth 
grades, thus giving us reasonably reliable results. Achievement tests 
are given so each grade in May, and as frequently during the year as 
the need arises. Consequently, we are able to keep abreast of the 
growth of the child in the various subject areas and to strengthen the 
- areas in which he appears to be weak. 
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Much good work has been done in the field of correlated art. 
The children have much interest in this activity and seem to enjoy 
it. 


Mrs. Ruth Getzman has been employed to instruct the children 
in music and music activities. This is the first time in a number of 
years that Temple has had a trained music teacher. The work is 
being carried along well and in time will decidedly improve our 
music program. 


Budget 


The budget presented for 1950-51 calls for an appropriation of 
$12,517.00, an increase of $1773.74 above the amount requested last 
year. ‘This increase is reflected in the following items: tuition to 
high schools $1500.00; teachers’ salaries $200.00; insurance $164.00 
(this comes due in 1950-51 — no payments were necessary for the 
year 1949-50) ; miscellaneous items, such as per capita tax, scholars’ 
supplies etc. $88.50 making an aggregate increase of $1952.50. 
However, certain economies were effected in Superintendent’s 
salary, salaries of other administrative personnel, light and other ex- 
penses, etc. amounting to $178.76. Thus, the net increase is 


$1773.74. 


The tuition to Appleton Academy and Wilton has been set at 
$200.00 and to Peterborough at $210.00 per pupil for the year 
1950-51. As was explained last year, tuition charges are controlled 
by the average per pupil cost of current expenses of operation. The 
average high school cost for the State of New Hampshire in 1948-49 
was $233.70. This increased cost, plus the added number of pupils 
attending high school is the largest factor contributing to the in- 
creases in the budget. At present we have nine pupils attending high 
school. Next year (1950-51) we anticipate having fifteen pupils. 


Under the item Estimated Income of District, it will be noted 
that there is an absence of the item Dox Tax. The last Legislature 
ruled that this money shall be paid into the town treasury rather 
than the school district treasury. It will also be noted that the 
school district of Temple realized a substantial increase in State Aid, 
one of the few districts in the State so affected. This amounted to 
$726.34 more than that received last year. 
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Special Articles 


The special article requests permission to convert the present 
coal-burning system to oil. 


Numerous estimates have been received from a number of 
sources ranging from $455.00 to $604.00 depending upon the type 
of burner and installation. It is felt that the sum of $300.00 plus 


the savings that would be realized by eliminating janitor services 
would provide enough to make the installation. 


The advantages in having oil heat as compared with coal are 
as follows: 


a. A more even heat can be provided 
b. Cleaner and healthier building will be effected. 


c. Possibility of realizing a saving in fuel — particularly in 


the fall and spring. 
d. Eliminates the difficulty of finding a man to fire the boiler. 
This has created quite a problem at times. 


I wish to express my appreciation for the excellent cooperation 
given me the past year by the School Board and Citizens of ‘Temple.

CHILD HEALTH AND IMMUNIZATION CLINIC 

The State Department of Health held the annual Child Health 
and Immunization clinic at Temple Town Hall on the afternoon of 
May 12, 1949.

FOREST FIRES—OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are careless with 
it. This is particularly true of fires in and near woodlands. Official 
figures show that more than 98 percent of all forest fires result from 
human carelessness and can be prevented. Consequently, we may 
say “Forest Fires are our most shameful waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects far 
reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of the forests, the 
protection forests provide for game and the supply of ground water. 
They upset local economies by drawing men from gainful employ- 
ment and requiring the expenditure of public funds to extinguish 
them. 


Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in keeping the 
size of fires small but the number of fires is increasing. In 1949 
there were 100 more fires in New Hampshire than in 1948, but they 
burned 500 acres less. For the warden and his deputies to do the 
job they are capable of, they must have the cooperation of the 
public—YOU! 


The primary objective of all fire fighters is PREVENTION— 
fire stoppage. This is the goal toward which your local forest fire 
warden and his deputies are constantly working. It can be achieved 
ONLY if YOU and YOU and YOU cooperate with them. It is 
worth YOUR effort and can be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being partic- 
ularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from the warden 
when the ground is not covered with snow. 


3. Insisting that others be careful and comply with burning 
requirements. 


4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is detected and aid- 
ing him to extinguish it. 


Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and eliminate our most 
shameful waste.
